I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  on  the  health  of 
the  Borough  of  Crewe  for  the  year  1966, 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

During  1966,  25  infants  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  1 year 
and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  of  27o8  per  1,0(X)  live  births  is 
very  high  indeed,  17  of  these  babies  died  during  the  first  week  of 
life  as  against  8 in  1965 » and  the  remainder  (8)  who  died  in  the 
1 to  12  month  age  period  is  the  number  who  died  during  the  same  age 
period  in  1965*  when  the  Borough  recorded  its  lowest  ever  infantile 
mortality  rate.  The  total  number  of  births  (898)  shows  a further 
reduction  on  the  I965  figure.  The  illegitimate  live  birth  rate, 
7*01^  (63  in  number)  remains  near  the  national  average  figure, 

following  the  exceptionally  high  figure  in  1964  when  it  was  almost  9^ 
(90  in  number).  The  live  birth  rate  of  17.24  is  lower  than  the 
national  figure  for  England  8e  Wales  (17.7). 

The  total  number  of  deaths  66I  is  rather  high.  The  ten  year 
average  figure  is  approximately  6OO,  and  is  comparable  as  our 
population  has  remained  static.  The  corrected  death  rate,  l4.69 
is  high  compared  with  the  national  figure  for  England  & Wales  11.7. 
232  of  these  deaths  occurred  to  persons  aged  75  years  or  over. 

18  were  attributed  to  accidents,  12  being  motor  vehicle  accidents 
and  10  persons  committed  suicide.  Of  the  lH  deaths  attributed  to 
cancer,  29  were  primary  lung  cancers. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  notified  incidence  of  measles  488  shows  that  the  peculiarly 
even  annual  incidence  is  persisting.  This  disease  usually  shows  a 
two  year  epidemicity  - notified  incidence  in  preceeding  years  is  as 
follows:-  1965  - 403;  1964  - 524;  1963  - 866;  1962  - 67; 

1961  - 908;  i960  - 41;  1959  - 1,081.  No  case  of  either 

poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria  was  notified.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  nineteenth  annual  report  on  the 
work  of  the  public  health  inspectorate. 

The  work  of  the  public  health  inspector  is  concerned  with  the 
fundamental  necessities  of  life  - good  living  and  working  conditions, 
pure  food  and  clean  air.  During  this  century  there  have  been  many 
changes  in  the  field  of  environmental  hygiene  - its  scope  has  widened 
and  its  emphasis  shifted  - some  problems  have  been  solved,  other  new 
and  important  problems  have  presented  themselves.  Whilst  excellent 
progress  has  been  made  the  period  is  not  one  for  complacency  but  for 
constant  and  ever  increasing  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  inspectorate. 

The  clearance  of  unfit  dwellings  has  progressed  according  to  the 
approved  programme  but  as  in  previous  years  the  number  of  applications 
for  improvement  grants  was  disappointing.  Whilst  over  four  hundred 
houses  have  been  improved  under  the  scheme  there  are  still  many  houses 
in  the  borough  worthy  of  modernisation  and  I would  appeal  to  the  owners 
of  suitable  property  to  make  full  use  of  the  grant  provisions. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  5S4  po'emises,  in  which  1,330  males  and 
2,4i8  females  were  employed,  were  registered  under  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963*  The  inspectors  made  38  general 
inspections  and  603  visits  to  such  premises.  Eighteen  accidents  were 
investigated  and  24l  contraventions  were  discovered.  It  was  not  found 
necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  in  any  case. 

The  quality  and  composition  of  food  and  the  conditions  under  which 
it  is  prepared,  stored  and  sold  continued  to  receive  particular 
attention.  In  all,  159  milk  samples  and  II6  other  foods  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  149  foods  for  chemical  analysis.  A 
number  of  samples  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  or  not  genuine. 

Appropriate  action  was  taken  as  detailed  in  the  report  but  in  one 
instance  only  was  it  considered  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings. 
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The  implementation  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  I956  both  as  it 
relates  to  industry  and  domestic  premises  proceeded  according  to 
plan.  In  this  respect  the  Chief  Alkali  Inspector  in  his  Annual 
Report  for  19^5  made  the  following  comments  « 

•A  decade  ago  it  was  estimated  that  half  the  smoke 
emitted  in  this  country  was  caused  by  industry  and 
half  by  the  domestic  fire.  Both  sources  have  been 
tackled  in  the  intervening  years  and  a big  reduction 
in  smoke  emission  has  been  achieved  over  the 
country  as  a whole.  Industry  has  been  able  to  make 
more  rapid  progress  than  the  domestic  side  and  today 
it  is  estimated  that  73  per  cent  of  smoke  emissions 
come  from  the  domestic  fire  and  25  per  cent  from 
industry ' • 

It  follows  therefore  that  no  cure  can  be  found  for  the  smoke 
pollution  of  our  towns  and  cities  unless  the  domestic  chimney  is 
dealt  with.  It  is  fortuitous  that  this  coincides  with  the  public 
demand  for  greater  home  comforts.  This  extends  to  heating  and  many 
more  families  are  becoming  conscious  of  the  advantages  of  the  more 
efficient  heating  systems  associated  with  smoke  control. 

The  depairtment  continued  to  co-operate  with  the  Ministry  of 
Technology  (formerly  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research) in  recording  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  concentrations,  and 
in  this  respect  was  fortunate  in  receiving  the  continued  assistance 
of  the  staff  of  British  Railways  (Midland  Region)  Laboratory  at 
Crewe. 


In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  His  Worship  the 
Mayor,  the  Chairmaji  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  members  of 
the  staff  and  to  other  officers  and  their  staffs  for  their  co-operation.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  removal  of  household  and  trade  refuse  is  based  on  a weekly 
collection  service  and  with  the  exception  of  holiday  periods,  this 
frequency  of  collection  was  maintained  generally  throughout  the  Borough. 

The  Cleansing  Department  operates  a Befuse  Disposal  Plant  and  has 
a separate  Garage  and  Workshop. 

Twelve  vehicles  (including  two  spare  vehicles)  are  employed  on  the 
collection  of  household  and  trade  refuse  and  nightsoil,  in  addition  to 
one  vehicle  used  in  connection  with  refuse  disposal.

tons  of  shop  and  factory  refuse  wore  also  brought  to  the 
Refuse  Disposal  Works  for  disposal,  making  a total  of  18,457  tons  of 
refuse  dealt  with  during  the  year.  65.5^  of  the  total  refuse  passed 
through  the  works  while  the  remainder  was  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping. 

The  estimated  amount  of  nightsoil  collected  during  the  year  was 
156  tons. 

A separate  Annual  Report  is  issued  for  the  Public  Cleansing  service 
in  the  Borough.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supply  to  the  district  is  provided  by  the  Mid  and  South 
East  Cheshire  Water  Board.  The  water  is  not  plumbo-solvent  and  all 
dwelling  houses  are  supplied  direct  from  the  mains. 

Ilr.  Delwyn  Davies,  B.Sc.(Eng)  M.I.C.E.,  M.I.W.E.,  A.M.B.I.M., 
Chief  Officer  of  the  Board  has  supplied  the  following  information 
relating  to  the  supply. 

During  1966,  25  samples  were  taken  by  the  Water  Board  in  Crewe. 

On  examination  4 samples  proved  to  be  unsatisfactoryo 
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The  water  supplied  to  the  Borough  has  been  satisfactory  both  in 
quality  and  in  quantity®  The  system  was  dosed  with  pyrethrin  for  a 
fortnight  in  the  Autumn  to  eradicate  an  outbreak  of  Asellus  Aquaticus® 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw  and  treated  water  have 
been  made  weekly®  Without  exception  the  water  leaving  the  works  has 
been  thoroughly  satisfactory#  It  contains  no  fluoride  and  is  not 
plumbo-solvent .

All  plans  of  food  premises  submitted  to  the  Borough  Engineer  are 
scrutinised  for  compliance  with  the  various  Acts  and  Hegulations  and 
where  eunendments  are  necessary  the  owner  or  architect  is  advised  said 
corrections  made  before  submission  to  the  appropriate  Committees. 

This  system  has  worked  very  well  indeed  and  architects  said  other  have 
co-operated  fully  with  the  Depsirtment.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Th«  implementation  of  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956 
once  again  occupied  a proportion  of  the  time  of  the  public  health 
inspectorate  and  4,027  inspections  were  made  under  the  Act. 

1 notification  was  received  of  * intention  to  install'  furnaces 
under  Section  3 of  the  Act. 

The  Borough  of  Crev/e  No.  1 (Marshfield  Bank  and  Wistaston  Green) 
Smoke  Control  Order,  i960  covering  some  270  acres  on  the  westerly  side 
of  the  borough,  and  affecting  some  1,085  properties  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  October,  1962. 

A second  order,  known  as  the  Borough  of  Crewe  No.  2 (Wistaston 
Green  and  The  Valley)  Smoke  Control  Order,  1964,  which  covers  208  acres 
and  1,028  properties  in  an  area  adjacent  to  and  to  the  east  of  the 
first  area,  became  operative  on  the  1st  July,  I966. 

On  the  4th  March,  1966,  the  Council  made  a third  order;  the 
Borough  of  Crewe  No.  3 (Ruskin  Park)  Smoke  Control  Order,  I966.  This 
order,  which  covers  224  acres  and  1,670  properties  in  an  area  adjacent 
to  and  to  the  south  east  of  No.  2 area,  was  confirmed  on  the  25th 
May,  1966,  to  become  operative  on  the  1st  July,  1967« 

During  I966,  a fourth  area,  comprising  233  acres  and  1,793 
properties  was  surveyed  with  the  object  of  a further  order  being  made 
to  come  into  operation  in  1968* 

The  department  has,  since  1949*  in  co-operation  with  the  Ministry 
of  Technology,  made  regulso?  month3iy  recordings  of  the  degree  of  air 
pollution  throughout  the  borough.  The  analyses  of  the  readings  of  the 
various  stations  are  shown  in  the  appended  tables  and  graphs. 

In  1961,  Crewe  was  selected  as  one  of  120  towns  to  take  part  in  a 
National  Survey  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  and  five  additional  sets  of 
instruments  have  been  installed  at  particular  sites  in  the  district. 

The  sites  selected  cover  five  types  of  district  in  accordance  with 
the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Technology  as  follows:
